St. Petersburg. Nov. 
14 —Em perm 
Nicholas and the Russian court 
will 
not corno to St. Petersburg this week. 
A short time ago It was announced thai 
the emperor was about to return to th* 
w inter palace. In the annex of which 
Count W itte has Installed himself, but 
his m ajesty has now decided to go from 
Peteroff back to Tnarskoe Scio, where 
he has been living for alm ost two years, 
with the exception of the last month, 
spent at Peterhof. Except an occasion­ 
al ceremony of blessing w aters 
last 
January, when .the emperor 
narrowly 
escaped death owing to the mysterious 
charge of grape being fired In the di­ 
rection of the imperial party by a sa­ 
luting flattery, the emperor has 
not 
stepped inside the winter palace for 
over eighteen months. 
His decision not to come to the cap­ 
ital Is regarded as unfortunate, not only 
for Its moral effect, hut because It keeps 
him surrounded by court Influences 
and out of close and Immediate touch I 
touch w i t h Count W itte, who at lh" I 
present time should have dally, almost 
hourly, conferences with the emperor. 
The members of his m ajesty's staff en­ 
courage and strongly advise against the 
emperor being in St. Petersburg when 
the national assembly’ meets, as well 
as on a ce cron! of the danger of popular 
disorders In the capital this winter, re­ 
calling to the emperor’* mind not w ith­ 
out effect the fatal results of 
Louis 
XVI., agt ring to leave Versailles and 
place him 'elf at the mercy of the pop­ 
ulace of paris in 1789. 
A Polish delegation Is here working 
bard to secure the co-operation of Lib­ 
erals, Social Democrats and workmen's 
organizations In another 
general po­ 
litical strike In ald of the Poles' battle 
for autonomy, but thus far, while th?v 
have met with much sympathy’, no ac­ 
tion has been taken for their assistance. 
Count W itte, whom the deputation saw, 
was extremely firm, declaring em phat­ 
ically that the government would do 
nothing for Poland under compulsion, 
and that m artial law could not be abol­ 
ished until the 
separatist 
movement 
ceases. The premier declared the most 
the Poles could expect in addition to 
rights granted under reform manifesto 
was a separate general zemstvo for 
Poland and municipal self-governm ent. 


Hon of Line*. 


Chicago, Nov. 14.—Another ordinance 
providing for steps to secure municipal 
ownership of the street railw ays in 
Chicago was subm itted to the city 
council Monday night by Mayor Dunne 
The ordinance was accompanied by a 
message to the aldermen which gave 
three days, In which Mayor Dunne a s­ 
sert* he will be able to bring about 
municipal ownership. The first plan Is 
by reaching an agreem ent with the 
traction 
companies 
by 
which 
their 
properties would be transferred to the 
city at a price to be decided upon by 
arbiter. 
The second is by condemna­ 
tion of the property of the street rail­ 
way companies under the provisions of 
the Mueller act. 
The third method is 
the one which Mayor Dunne has a l­ 
ready presented as an alternative to his 
contract plan. 
It Is for the construc­ 
tion of municipal street railway lines 
which will parellel the lines of the ex­ 
isting companies. The ordinance which 
. accompanied the 
message 
from the 
I mayor ask' d that authority be given to 
place on the ballots at the spring elec­ 
tion the question w hether the city 
shall issue the Mueller hill certificates 
to the amount of $75,000,000. 
i 
This sum, It is declared by the mayor, 
Is needed for the reconstruction of the 
lines and for the purchase of the unex­ 
pired franchise right* of the existing 
companies. The message and the ordi­ 
nance were referred to the committee 
on local transportation, the same fate 
as that which met the other proposition 
submitted to the council by the mayor 
In regard to the municipalization of the 
Chicago street railways. 
Another or­ 
dinance submitted by the mayor was 
for the regulation of gas and electric 
light fates. This ordinance which pro­ 
vides for cheaper gas was referred to 
the committee on gas, oil and electric 
light*.
